It  is  not  the  fellow  that  preaches 
loiger,  prays  loudor, shouts  louder, 
gives  more  money  ; In  fact,  always 
-on  the  run,  that  gets  tho  largest 
-reward.  Men  are  distinguished 
in  politics,  In  wealth,  In  wosldjy 
honors  and  many  of  them  arrive 
.at  these  points  of  distinction  by 
Illegitimate  means.  Man  will 
never  be  distinguished  In  tho  great  j 
beyond  by  unlawful  efrorts  and 
work  in  this  world.  Now  the  1 
one  thing  I want  to  emphasize 
that  Bro.  W.  did  not  make  clear  In 
his  piece.  There  are  three  facts 
that  roust  he  observed  by  the 
Christian  If  he  gets  a reward  at  the 
coming  of  Christ. 

1.  The  motive  must  bo  pure,  and 
God  alone  knows  whether  our  mo- 
tives are  good  and  pure  or  not. 
“We  can  fool  some  of  the  people 
part  of  tho  tlmo  and  possibly  all 
the  people  some  time,”  but  weeau 
never  fcol  God  under  any  circum- 
stances in  this  world.  When  ono 
starts  ont  to  work  for  Christ  it 
matters  not  when,  where  nor  how, 
If  he  Is  not  actuated  by  puro  mo- 
tives, the  work  Is  a fallnro  so  far  as 
his ’reward  Is  concerned;
